The  sale  price  was  not 
disclosed. 

The  388  acres  of  land  was 
purchased  by  the  Billings 
Corporation  for  the 
development  of  an  industrial 
park  over  the  next  seven 
years,  said  Roger  Billings, 
president  of  Billings 
Corporation. 

The  corporation’s 
acquisition  of  the  Ironton 
property,  Billings  added,  does 
not  conflict  with  its  desire  to 
acquire  State  Hospital 
property  currently  optioned 
to  Four  Seasons  developers 
by  the  dity  for  construction 
of  a  research  park  nearer 
BYU  campus. 

“The  Ironton  property  will 
be  used  for  the  production  of 
various  products  and  other 
industrial  developments  while 
the  research  park  closer  to 
campus  would  be  used  for 
f ormal  research  programs,” 
Billings  said. 

Uses  considered 

The  university  has  been 
considering  possible 
alternative  uses  of  the  land 
for  several  months.  The  cities 
of  Springville  and  Provo  have 
had  their  eyes  on  the  land  for 
some  time. 

Former  Provo 
Commissioner  Wayne  Hillier 
told  the  Universe  last  October 
that  he  thought  BYU  should 
give  the  land  to  the  city,  or  at 
least  permit  it  to  be  annexed 
to  Provo. 

The  city  wanted  the  land 
for  a  research  and  industrial 
park  to  be  developed  jointly 
with  the  city  of  Springville.

Engineering  students  competing  in  the 
finals  of  the  root  beer  wagon  contest 
Thursday  appeared  to  be  racing  model 
skyscrapers  instead  of  model  vehicles. 

The  winning  entry  in  the  Engineering  Week 
competition  stood  40  inches  high  on  its 
9 -by- 11 -inch  base  and  was  appropriately 
named  “The  Tower.”  It  was  built  by  Tom 
Pearl  and  Brant  and  Brad  Ross,  mechanical 
engineering  students  from  Richland,  Wash. 

The  contest  was  one  of  many  sponsored 
this  week  by  the  College  of  Engineering 
Sciences  and  Technology  to  give  students  a 
chance  to  apply  engineering  principles  and 
practices. 

The  week  continues  today  and  tomorrow 
with  displays  and  tours  of  the  Engineering 
Sciences  and  Technology  Building.  The  free 
open  house  tours  will  be  from  10  a.m.  to 
5:45  p.m.  today  and  10  a.m.  to  3  p.m. 
tomorrow,  according  to  Dr.  Armin  J.  Hill, 
dean  of  the  college. 

There  will  also  be  a  banquet  this  evening 
and  a  Mountain  Bell  Laser  and  Microwave 
exhibit  in  the  Stepdown  Lounge  ELWC  today 
till  5  p.m. 

The  winning  root  beer  wagon,  a  spindly 
looking  mechanism  powered  by  hanging 
weights  carried  a  full  root  beer  can  50  feet, 
placed  it  on  the  track  within  predetermined 
boundaries,  and  returned  to  the  starting  line 
in  43  seconds. 


The  root  beer  wagon  contest  may  sound 
simple  to  a  layman,  but  building  a  machine 
within  certain  weight  and  volume 
specifications  that  will  run  50  feet  in  a 
straight  line,  mechanically  detach  a  pop  can 
and  reverse  itself  to  return  to  the  starting 
line,  again  in  a  straight  line,  is  no  easy  task, 
according  to  contest  co-chairman  Bruce 
Cornwell,  a  senior  mechanical  engineering 
student  from  Blanding. 

The  winning  team  put  in  about  100 
man-hours  over  the  past  six  weeks  designing, 
re-designing  and  building  their  $20  machine. 

“We  tried  to  make  it  as  simple  and 
frictionless  as  possible,”  Pearl  said. 

Dennis  Hanson,  who  is  in  charge  of  the 
electrical  engineering  participants  said  that 
Keith  Chaston  and  Keith  Hegerhost,  electrical 
engineering  students,  tied  for  first  place  in  an 
earlier  projectile  contest,  with  second  place 
going  to  Stewart  Clar,  a  physics  student,  and 
third  place  to  Vilamr  Gaertner,  also  an 
electrical  engineering  student. 

The  winners  used  an  electro-magnetic  field 
to  propell  a  projectile  that  weighed  10-30 
grams.  The  idea  was  to  hit  a  target  20  feet 
away.  The  two  winners  were  only  one  inch 
off  the  target  with  second  place  a  close 
one-and-seven  eighths  inch  off.

White  House  Press  Secretary  Ron  Nessen  said  earlier  in  the 
day  that  he  thought  President  Ford  would  go  along  with 
efforts  to  obtain  a  delay.  Senate  leaders  said  they  were 
considering  joining  the  request.

Judge  stops  post  office  closings 
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WASHINGTON  -  A  federal  judge  blocked  the  Postal 
Service  Thursday  from  closing  unprofitable,  small  post 
offices  to  cut  costs  after  44  members  of  Congress  accused  the 
agency  of  “a  massive  assault  on  the  country’s  small 
communities.” 

U.S.  District  Judge  John  Lewis  Smith  issued  a  temporary 
restraining  order  against  the  Postal  Service  and  set  a  hearing 
on  the  matter  for  March  3. 

The  judge  acted  after  the  members  of  Congress  sued  the 
agency  and  asked  for  a  court  order.  The  Postal  Service  says 
post  offices  are  being  closed  only  in  communities  where 
service  would  not  be  reduced.

Y  library  'loses' 
rental  typewriters 


In  spite  of  the  lack  of  snow 
on  first  glance,  Plocher  said, 
there  is  snow  near  the 
Wilkinson  Center. 
Wheelbarrows  have  been 
provided  to  transport  it  to 
the  area  between  the  Harris 
Fine  Arts  Center  and  the 
Wilkinson  Center. 


Plocher  said  the  contest  is 
only  open  to  organizations, 
since  it  is  sponsored  by  the 
Organizations  Office.

Students  looking  for  rental  typewriters  in  the  library  will 
have  to  be  patient  while  the  library’s  administrators  try  to 
locate  space  for  the  typewriters. 

Although  additional  typewriter  space  has  not  been  located 
at  this  time,  Sterling  Albrecht,  assistant  director  of  libraries, 
said  he  has  tried  to  make  arrangements. 

Albrecht  said  he  called  Lyle  Curtis,  director  of  auxiliary 
services,  to  determine  if  there  was  room  in  the  Wilkinson 
Center  for  the  typewriters,  but  all  rooms  are  booked  solid 
through  the  winter  semester. 

Lack  of  space  is  a  major  problem  for  the  library  during  its 
remodeling,  according  to  Doug  Bush,  assistant  director  of 
libraries  for  public  services. 

Remodeling  is  now  taking  place  at  the  reference  desk  areas 
on  the  first  and  second  floors,  the  third  floor  typing  room 
and  the  administration  offices  behind  the  circulation  desk, 
Bush  said. 

He  added,  while  these  areas  undergo  construction  it  will  be 
difficult  to  find  space  for  the  employes’  offices,  leave 
adequate  spaces  open  for  study  and  also  locate  room  for  the 
rental  typewriters. 

According  to  Bush,  the  present  reference  desk  areas  will  be 
converted  to  typing  rooms  and  group  study  rooms.  When 
remodeling  is  complete  in  one  of  , these  reference  desk  areas, 
typewriters  will  be  installed  immediately  instead  of  moving 
the  library  staff  into  offices,  he  said.

By  learning  about  depression, 
students  might  be  able  to 
help  their  roommates  and 
friends  who  are  having 
problems. 

Because  of  academic 
pressures,  Dr.  Maughan 
added,  many  students  have 
depression  problems  at 
approximately  the  middle  of 
the  semester. 

“Everyone  normally  gets 
depressed  at  times,”  Dr. 
Maughan  explained.  “Where 
depression  becomes  a 
problem  is  when  a  person 
can’t  shake  it.  After  a  week 
or  two  of  depression,  a 
person  really  does  need 
help.”

Florence  Jepperson 
Madsen,  for  whom  the 
Madsen  Recital  Hall  in  the 
Fine  Arts  Center  is  named, 
was  born  Dec.  15,  1886. 

Mrs.  Madsen,  who  directed 
the  singing  mothers  of  the 
church  for  more  than  30 
years,  said  that  everyone 
should  have  music  in  his  life;

She  explained  that  good 
music  is  a  matter  of  its  effect 
upon  the  person  as  well  as  the 
public. 

“Diefy  is  the  greatest 
subject  we  could  ever  have  to 
sing  to,”  she  said.  She  spoke 
of  the  Bible’s  frequent 
mention  of  music  and  the. 
fact  that  the  Savior  and  the 
Apostles  sang  a  hymn  on  the 
night  of  the  last  supper. 

Whenever  anyone  claimed 
they  had  no  voice  for  singing, 
Mrs.  Madsen  would  respond,

Washington  revives  capital  punishment

WALLA  WALLA,  Wash. 
(AP)  -  The  gallows  will  be 
repaired  -  new  trapdoors, 
new  straps  to  bind  the 
condemned,  even  a  new  rope. 

The  hangman  is  on  call. 

Death  Row  will  be 
restored,  with  television  sets 
for  the  inmates  and  a  library. 

B.  J.  Rhay,  superintendent 
of  Washington  State 
Penitentiary,  must  be 
prepared  for  the  return  of 
capital  punishment  -  death 
by  hanging. 

“I  don’t  think  I  can  enjoy 
the  luxury  of  an  opinion 
about  capital  punishment 
because  I  have  to  carry  it 
out,”  says  Rhay. 


A  state  law  effective  July  1 
mandates  hanging  for  persons 
convicted  of  aggravated, 
first-degree  murder  -  the 
killing  of  a  policeman  or 
prison  guard,  killing  a  person 
in  the  course  of  a  rape  or 
kidnaping,  killing  to  cover  up 
another  crime  or  murdering 
for  hire. 

The  law  was  approved  by 
voters  last  November. 

Washington  is  the  33rd 
state  to  reinstate  capital 
punishment  since  a  1972  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  decision  said 
the  death  penalty  had  to  be 
mandated  for  certain  crimes, 
not  used  at  the  discretion  of 
judge  or  jury. 

Nobody  has  been  hanged  in 
13  years,  and  “I  don’t  see 


anybody  ending  up  on  death 
row  before  the  end  of  the 
year,”  says  Rhay. 

The  prison  is  slated  to  get 
$65,000  in  state  money  to 
restore  the  gallows  and  pay 
for  guards  on  Death  Row 
duty. 

(>The  gallows  are  in 
“complete  disrepair  - 
whether  it’s  workable  or  not, 
nobody  knows  because  they 
haven’t  been  using  it,”  said  A. 
J.  Murphy,  prison 
information  officer. 

Adds  Rhay:  “To  get  the 
room  back  in  shape  we’re 
going  to  have  to  rewire  the 
place,  buy  new  traps  — 
completely  remodel  the 
whole  thing. 


“We’d  also  have  to  get  new 
various  sundry  equipment, 
straps  galore,  including 
everything  up  to  and 
including  a  backboard  and 
even  new  rope.” 

Seventy-three  persons  have 
gone  to  the  gallows  since 
1913.  The  last  was  Joseph 
Chester  Self  on  June  20, 
1963.  He  was  convicted  of 
killing  a  Seattle  taxi  driver. 
There  was  an  unofficial 
moratorium  after  Self  while 
the  national  capital 
punishment  issue  wound  its 
way  nationally  through  the 
courts. 

Death  Row  will  be  restored 
in  the  “B”  tier  of  the  prison’s 
28-cell  segregation  unit.  A

A  library,  television  sets  and 
other  equipment  must  be 
added  because  Death  Row’s 
inmates  will  be  separated 
from  the  rest  of  the  prison 
population.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Sen.  Barry  M.  Goldwater 
accused  former  President 
Richard  M.  Nixon  on 
Wednesday  of  breaking  an 
American  law  in  China  and 
suggested  Nixon  could  do  the 
United  States  a  favor  by 
staying  in  Peking. 

Goldwater,  a  leader  of  GOP 
conservatives  and  longtime 
Nixon  ally,  made  the 
allegations  when  asked  if 
Nixon’s  current  trip  to  China 
had  any  impact  on  President’s 
Ford’s  showing  in  the  New 
Hampshire  primary. 

“I  don’t  think  Mr.  Nixon’s 


visit  to  China  did  anything, 
and  if  he  wants  to  do  this 
country  a  favor  he  might  stay 
over  there.  He  is  violating  the 
law,”  the  Arizona  Republican 
said  in  an  interview  on 
ABC-TV’s  “Good  Morning 
America.” 

“The  Logan  Act  prohibits 
any  American  —  and  that’s  all 
he  is,  he’s  an  ex-president  and 
a  private  citizen  -  the  Logan 
Act  says  no  one  but  the 
President  and  the  secretary  of 
state  can  discuss  foreign 
policy,  and  he  made  a 
tremendous  mistake  in  doing 
what  he  did  at  the  time  he 
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committee  leader  as  part  of 
the  general  education 
requirements. 

Although  it  may  sound 
incredible,  Dr.  Kay  H.  Smith 
of  the  psychology 
department  is  looking  into 
the  possibility  of  such 
changes  in  the  general 
education  program.

them  on  how  to  capitalize  on 
their  strengths  and  improve 
their  weaknesses,  said  Dr.

There  cannot  and  will 
not  be  lasting  and  secure 
peace  until  every  nation  in 
the  world  respects  the 
security  and  independence  of 
every  other  nation  large  or 
small.” 

The  statement  was  regarded 
by  some  as  criticism  of  Ford 
and  Secretary  of  ;State  Henry 
A.  Kissinger  for  joining  the 
Soviet  Union  in  the  Helsinki 
agreement  on  European 
security  and  cooperation.

Bundy  denies  charge 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
Abduction  defendant  Theodore  R. 
Bundy  took  the  witness  stand  and 
testified  that,  prior  to  courtroom 
encounters,  he  had  never  even  seen  the 
girl  he  is  charged  with  kidnaping. 

He  said  he  spent  the  evening  she  was 
kidnaped  at  a  movie  and  a  bar,  after 
dinner  at  homeland  did  not  go  to  the 
mall  where  Carol  DaRonch,  now  19, 
was  abducted  on  Nov.  8,  1974,  by  a 
man  pretending  to  be  a  policeman. 


Acknowledges  lie 


But  the  Washington  state  resident 
acknowledged  he  lied  to  police  officers 
when  arrested  last  August  on  a  charge 
of  possession  of  burglary  tools  and 
evading  an  officer.  Bundy  said  he  did 
not  want  to  admit  to  them  he  had 
been  smoking  marijuana  as  he  drove 
around,  so  he  told  them  he  had  been 
to  a  movie. 

During  cross-examination,  the 
prosecution  bore  in  on  handcuffs 
found  in  Bundy’s  car  at  that  time, 
asking  if  Bundy  had  not  told  a  Salt 
Lake  County  deputy  he  found  them 
and  kept  them  because  they  might  be 
useful  if  he  ever  had  to  restrain  a 
criminal,  as  he  once  did  while  on  an 
anticrime  unit  in  Seattle.

When  the  prosecution  produced 
Colorado  gasoline  credit  cards  receipts 
from  two  successive  days  in 

October - which  officers  say 

corresponded  to  abductions  of  women 
in  that  area--and  asked  if  Bundy  had 
ever  been  in  Colorado,  the  defense 
objected.  The  judge  sustained  the 
objection,  saying,  “The  prejudicial 
aspects  of  the  question  outweigh  the 
beneficial  aspects.” 

Bundy,  who  has  remained  silent  on 
details  of  the  case  since  he  was  charged 
last  Oct.  2  with  kidnaping  Miss 
DaRonch,  took  the  stand  on  the 
fourth  day  of  his  trial.  If  convicted  of 
the  charge  of  aggravated  kidnap,  he 
could  draw  a  prison  sentence  of  from 
five  years  to  life.

Miss  DaRonch  identified  Bundy 
earlier  in  the  trial  as  the  man  who 
abducted  her,  getting  handcuffs  onto 
one  of  her  arms  and  threatening  her 
with  a  prybar.  The  man  had  showed 
her  a  badge  and  got  her  into  his  car  by 
saying  he  was  investigating  the 
burglary  of  her  car  outside  Fashion 
Place  Mall,  she  said.

country  last  year,  may  be 
even  better  in  1976,  and 
that’s  bad  news  for  seven 
teams  that  must  try  to  catch 
the  Miners  at  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference  indoor 
track  and  field  meet  Friday 
and  Saturday. 

The  Miners  are  the 
defending  champions  in  no 
fewer  than  five  categories: 
WAC  indoor  and  outdoor, 
NCAA  cross-country,  and 
indoor  and  NCAA  outdoor. 
They  have  won  the  WAC 
indoor  two  years  in  a  row. 

If  anyone  can  overtake 
Texas-El  Paso,  it  appears  to 
be  Brigham  Young,  New 
Mexico  or  Arizona  State. 

Brigham  Young,  which 
finished  second  to  UTEP  in 
this  meet  last  year,  has  no 
defending  indoor  champions. 
But  the  Cougars  boast  milers 
Benton  Hart  and  Jay  Woods, 
shotputter  Kenth 
Gardenkdrans,  hurdler  Jouko 
Kokkonen,  high  jumper  Allen 
Johnson  and  sprinter  Dale 
Connolly. 

Johnson  was  Brigham 
Young’s  highest  placer  in  last 
year’s  indoor  with  a  second 
place  to  UTEP’s  Greg  Joy. 

Texas-El  Paso  surprised 
powerful  Southern  California 
and  UCLA  in  the  NCAA 
outdoor  meet  at  Provo  last 
year. 

But  the  Miners  won’t  sneak 
up  on  anyone  this  year,  as 
they  return  five  men  who 
won  points  for  them  at 
Provo. 

In  the  1976  WAC  indoor, 
Coach  Ted  Banks  will  be 
counting  on  distance  runners 
Wilson  Waigwa  and  James 
Munyala,  both  from  Kenya; 
triple  jumper  Arnold  Grimes; 
high  jumper  Joy,  a  Canadian; 
and  shot  putter  Hans 
Almstrom,  a  Swede. 

New  Mexico  has  two 
defending  champions: 
Michael  Solomon  in  the 
600-yard  run  and  Mel  Powers 
in  the  60-yard  hurdles. 

The  Lobos  also  have 
hurdler  Marlon  Gates,  second 
last  year;  miler  Lionel  Ortega;

Arizona  State’s  greatest 
strength  is  in  the  sprints. 

The  Sun  Devils  have 


defending  60-yard-dash 
champ  Steven  Williams,  plus 
Charlie  Wells  and  Herman 
Frazier,  who  can  run  the  60 
or  440. 

ASU  has  another  defending 
titleholder  in  pole  vaulter

Hughes  in  the  long  jump  and 
Ray  Wicksell  in  the  mile.

(AP)  - 
California  Angels  pitcher 
Nolan  Ryan,  adjudged  to 
have  the  fastest  fastball  in  the 
history  of  baseball,  lives  here 
with  his  wife,  two  kids,  a 
labrador  retriever  that  chases 
tennis  balls  and  an  English 
pointer  currently  nursing  a 
broken  hip. 

Interrupting  this  relaxed 
country  scene  is  a  question 
Ryan  and  every  batter  he’ll 
face  this  season  would  like 
answered:  Did  surgery  to  his 
elbow  last  September  take 
anything  away  from  Ryan’s 
100.9  miles  per  hour  pitching 
arm? 

“When  it  happens  (loss  of 
velocity)  it  will  be  a  great 
disappointment  to  me,”  said 
Ryan,  taking  a  break  from 
chores  and  pre-spring  training 
workouts.  “That’s  one  of  the 
hardest  things  for  an  athlete 
to  cope  with  when  he  doesn’t 
have  the  talent  he  once  had.” 

And  Ryan’s  most 
astonishing  talent,  the  one 
that  sets  him  apart  from 
other  major  league  pitchers,  is 
the  lightning  speed  he  gets 
into  his  fastball. 

Ryan’s  tendency  to 
wildness  doesn’t  calm  the 
batters  nor  does  the  fact  that 


in  19  74  a  timing  device 
clocked  Ryan’s  fastball  at 
100.9  m.p.h.,  bettering  the 
28-year-old  record  of  98.6  set 
by  former  Cleveland  pitcher 
Bob  Feller. 

Ryan  compiled  a  14-12 
record  last  season  and  pitched 
his  fourth  career  no-hitter  to 
join  Sandy  Koufax  in  sharing 
the  major  league  record.  But 
his  season  ended  prematurely 
in  early  September  due  to 
painful  bone  chips  in  his 
pitching  arm. 

Dr.  Joseph  King,  who 
performed  surgery  last 
September,  gave  Ryan  the 
okay  to  start  working  out  on 
Jan.  14  and  Ryan  says  he 
feels  as  good  as  in  any 
previous  year  at  this  time. 

Ryan  says  he’s  felt  no  pain 


since  starting  to  work  out  last 
month  and  experienced  only 
brief  swelling  early  in  his 
training. 

While  Ryan  enjoys  taking 
his  English  pointer  bird 
hunting  and  watching  his 
four-year-old  son  Reid  toss  a 
tennis  ball  to  the  retreiver, 
he’s  anxious  to  see  a  quick 
settlement  to  the  current 
player-owner  contract  dispute 
and  get  on  with  spring 
training.

large  metropolitan 
newspaper’s  newsroom  called 
the  Sports  Wire.  Its  original 
function  was  to  report  who 
beat  who,  or  whom  beat 
whom,  or  who  beat  whom, 
depending  on  how  you  were 
learned  English. 

Back  in  the  late  1930s  and 
1940s  this  was  one  of  the 
favorite  resting  places  for 
Clark  Kent,  who  would 
appear  to  be  standing 
innocently  at  the  machine, 
then  suddenly  disappear  and 
crack  a  three-run  homer  in 
the  bottom  of  the  ninth  so 
Miss  Lois  Lane  could  collect 
her  parlay. 

The  Sports  Wire  provided 
scores.  In  the  summertime  it 
would  report  scores  like  4-3, 
1-0,  5-2.  In  the  fall,  they  (the 
scores)  were  7-6,  21-1,  etc. 
By  winter  it  would  have 
geared  itself  up  to  giving  out 
scores  like  76-53  and  81-58. 

Now  the  poor  machine  has 
a  terrible  time  finding  a  place 
to  fit  in  scores.  One  of  its 
favorite  phrases  today  is 
“U.S.  District  Court”  or 
sometimes  “Superior  Court” 
and  it  often  jumps  up  and 
down  and  types  “$32.5 
million.” 

In  the  Bicentennial  Week  of 
Feb.  16-21  the  Sports  Wire 
was  typically  busy. 


The  Seattle  baseball  trial 
was  adjourned  in  Superior 
Court  but  the  story  said  the

You  can 
see  the  problems  of  the 
Sports  Wire  in  these  times. 

Maybe  this  will  be  a  more 
peaceful  week,  although 
nobody  should  so  expect. 

The  Sports  Wire  opened 
right  on  time  Monday  morn. 
As  usual,  it  began  its  day  with 
a  Test.  The  Test  is  the  same 
one  given  for  years  and  the 
guy  who  wrote  it  came  up 
with  a  line  that  will  live 
forever. 

The  Sports  Wire  jerked  and 
quivered  and  began  typing: 


“The  quick  brown  fox 
jumped  over  the  lazy  dog’s 
back.” 

Several  times  it  did  this, 
each  time  perfectly. 

But,  I  wonder  how  much 
longer  this  can  continue  to  be 
the  Test?  I  fear  that  not 
much  more  time  will  pass 
until  we  read  the  Sports  Wire 
some  day  and  are  told: 

“Attorneys  for  a  dog 
accused  of  being  lazy  said 
today  they  would  file  a  $45.3 
million  libel  suit  against  the 
Sports  Wire.  They  said  they 
have  learned,  on  good 
authority,  the  brown  fox  is 
no  longer  quick;  that  he,  in 
fact,  is  even  lazier  than  the 
dog.” 

That’s  life  in  the  large 
metropolitan  newspaper 
newsrooms.

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Lights,  set,  sound!  Play  takes  shape 


“We’re  doing  everything  we 
know  to  make  this  an 
exciting  evening  at  the 
theater,”  Dr.  Lorin  F. 
Wheelwright,  Centennial 
director,  said  of  the  technical 
planning  and  work  that  is 
going  on  in  the  early  stages  of 
the  Centennial  musical 
“BRIGHAM!” 

Students  attending 
devotional  Tuesday  saw  part 
of  the  set  design  that  was 
moved  into  the  Marriott 
Center  for  checking  of  some 
staging  aspects.  Cast  members 
were  in  the  center  for  the 
first  time  for  rehearsals. 

According  to  set  designer 
Karl  Pope,  the  set  is  to  be 
moved  out  over  the  weekend 
and  will  be  returned  March 
22  for  the  final  rehearsals. 
The  play  will  run  April  6-10, 
15-17. 

Planning  a  production  in  a 
building  as  large  as  the 
Marriott  Center  “has 
presented  many  problems,” 
Dr.  Wheelwright  said. 

Three  primary  technical 
problems  had  to  be 
considered:  designing  and 
constructing  a  set  that  would 
fill  the  entire  floor  area, 
lighting  an  area  equipped 
with  little  useable  available 
light  systems  and  finding  a 
sound  system  that  allows  all 
audience  members  to  hear. 

In  designing  the  set,  Pope 
said  he  found  “the  problem 
was  in  getting  some  elevation 
to  break  up  the  movement  so 
we  would  have  vertical  as  well 
as  horizontal  movement.” 

“Also,”,  he  noted,  “we  had 
to  create  a  set  that  would  fill 
the  building  and  look  like  it 
belonged  rather  than  just  set 


down  on  the  floor.” 

The  answer  Pope  found  to 
these  problems  is  a  set  that  is 
about  1 1 2  feet  long  and  90 
feet  wide,  covering  a  total 
area  of  about  10,080  feet.  It 
covers  the  floor  from  the  east 
chair  seats  to  the  west  chair 
seats  and  goes  into  the  north 
bleachers  which  are  not  being 
used  for  the  audience,  he 
said. 

In  comparison,  the  set  is 
seven  or  eight  times  the  size 
of  the  set.  for  “George 
Washington  Slept  Here”  in 
the  Pardoe  Drama  Theatre, 
HFAC,  Pope  said. 

Hexagon  platforms 

The  set  is  comprised  of 
rhythmically  arranged 
hexagonal  platforms  of 
varying  elevation.  The  highest 
platform  now  in  the  building 
is  eight  feet.  The  final  set  will 
include  a  platform  24  feet 
high  that  will  represent 
heaven. 

“We  wanted  to  have  the 
feeling  of  the  play  in  the  set 
—  the  feeling  was  it’s  a  light, 
open,  fast-moving  play,” 
Pope  said.  To  accomplish 
this,  he  said,  the  set  design  is 
as  open  as  possible. 

Steel  tubing  arches, 
suggestive  of  a  beehive, 
support  the  platforms  on 
each  of  its  hexagonal  sides, 
leaving  the  area  underneath 
open. 

The  hexagonal  shapes  are 
taken  from  the  shape  of  the 
cells  in  a  beehive,  Peope  said. 

To  use  the  set  effectively 
and  also  protect  the  gym 
floor,  Pope  said  particle 
board  has  been  put  down. 
This  board  will  come  up  this 
weekend  but  will  be  painted 
and  put  down  again  for  the

performances. 

Three  motorized  turntables  - 
are  built  into  the  set  and  are 
to  be  tested  while  the  set  is  in 
the  Marriott  Center  this 
week,  Pope  said. 

Little  lighting 

Pope  has  also  been  planning 
the  lighting  for  the 
production,  no  small  feat 
since  the  center  has  little 
lighting  that  can  be  used  for  a 
play. 

“The  Marriott  Center  has 
the  capacity  of  being  well  lit, 
but  we  wanted  to  be  able  to 
isolate  some  areas  and  accent 
others,”  he  said. 


Six  carbon  arc  spotlights 
will  be  used  and  lighting  will 
be  concentrated  on 
10-foot-square  areas  with 
four  lights  on  each  area,  Pope 
said. 

The  light  stands  will  be  30 
to  34  feet  in  the  air  on  the 
sides  of  the  audience,  he  said. 
The  audience  will  set  in  an 
area  about  160  degrees  on  the 
south,  east  and  west  sides  of 
the  building  with  the  lights 
beyond  that,  he  noted. 

Every  seat  “choice” 

“Super  high  fidelity 
stereophonic  sound”  will  be 
used  so  everyone  will  be  able

to  hear,  Dr.  Wheelwright  said. 
“Every  seat  will  be  a  choice 
seat.” 

Using  the  system  continues 
the  precedent  set  by  the  1 947 
production  “Promised 
Valley,’’  which  Dr. 
Wheelwright  produced  in  the 
University  of  Utah  Football 
stadium.  At  that  time,  Dr. 
Wheelwright  consulted 
Harvey  Fletcher,  inventor  of 
stereophonic  sound,  in  using 
the  system. 

“If  the  sound  is  perfect  you 
won’t  even  be  aware  it’s 
perfect,”  he  said,  noting  three 
large  speakers  will  bring  the 
sound  to  the  entire  audience. 
“Not  only  will  they  hear, 
they  will  hear  with  dramatic 
impact.” 

“We  decided  to  record 
significant  parts  of  the  music 
and  dialogue  in  order  to  clear 


the  stage  of  visual  garbage 
such  as  microphone  stands,” 
Dr.  Wheelwright  said. 
However,  there  will  be  live 
participation  on  the  stage,  he 
said. 


train  whistles  in  sound  effects

Thunder,  lightning,  a  train  whistle, 
and  even  the  Y  Bell  are  providing  the 
sound  effects  for  the  upcoming 
Centennial  musical,  “BRIGHAM!” 

Recording  for  the  musical  production 
has  been  going  on  since  last  week  at  the 
new  BYU  Motion  Picture  Sound 
Studios. 

“We  brought  the  Y  Bell  here  to  record 
it,”  said  Ed  Jones,  an  assistant  working 
with  the  recording,  “but  we’re  not  going 
to  bring  a  train  in.  We’ll  go  out  to 
record  that.” 

“The  Y  Bell  is  being  used  because  it’s 
the  only  one  like  it  we  could  find,”  said 
Newell  Dayley,  musical  composer, 
noting  there  is  no  significance  in  its  use 
-  it’s  just  “nice  to  use  it.” 

The  BYU  Philharmonic  Orchestra  was 
recorded  last  week  and  the  dialogue  has 
been  done  this  week,  according  to  Lorin 


Wheelwright,  centennial  director. 

Two  products  are  to  be  made  from 
the  recording,  according  to  John 
Holloman,  audio-mixer  in  charge  of 
recording.  One  is  a  record  to  be  sold  at 
the  performance  and  the  other  is  the 
performance  tape  for  the  play. 

During  the  orchestra  rehearsal, 
musical  composer  Dayley  in  the  control 
room  and  musical  director  Ralph 
Laycock  in  the  recording  room  check 
any  errors  in  the  copying  of  the  musical 
scores,  Dr.  Wheelwright  said. 

The  two  directors  converse  through  a 
microphone  system  between  the  control 
room  and  the  recording  room. 

Dayley  follows  the  master  score  sheet 
and  makes  any  alterations  or  corrections 
that  will  improve  the  musical  effect,  Dr. 
Wheelwright  said.  Dr.  Laycock  makes 
suggestions  from  his  podium  in  the 
recording  room. 

“They  rehearse  it  and  then  record  it 
and  if  anything  has  to  be  done  over  they 
take  it  to  some  point  where  they  can 


edit  the  tape,”  said  Dr.  Wheelwright. 

Also  inside  the  control  room, 
Holloman  adjusts  switches  on  the 
control  console  for  section  balance  on 
strings,  brass,  woodwinds  and  other 
instruments. 

“We  have  the  option  at  a  later  time  to 
change  the  balance  as  needed,” 
Holloman  said.  This  is  called  the  mixing 
process. 

As  Sound  Reinforcement  Supervisor, 
Jones  assists  Holloman  with  the 
recording.  Jones  is  in  charge  of 
operating  the  music  system  in  the 
Marriott  Center. 

“Ed  is  here  to  make  sure  that  the 
recording  will  be  best  for  the  Marriott 
Center,”  Holloman  said. 

At  the  Marriott  Center  Holloman  and 
Jones  will  be  reversing  roles,  Jones  said. 
At  that  time  Jones  will  be  in  charge  of 
the  operation  and  Holloman  will  be  his 
assistant. 

“It’s  a  good  marriage  of  team  work 
and  specialization,”  he  said.

More  and  more  it  seems  that  certain  pieces  of  legislation 
under  consideration  by  the  U.S.  Congress  threaten  rather 
than  strengthen  the  foundations  of  our  society. 

Senate  Bill  One  is  such  a  piece  of  legislation. 

The  following  editorial  is  part  of  a  nationwide  media 
campaign  against  SB-1.  The  press  is  using  what  power  it  has 
to  inform  the  people  about  SB-1  and  the  dangers  inherent  in 
the  bill.  The  people  must  in  turn  use  their  power  to  stop

It  began  innocently  enough,  with  a  small  twinge  in  my 
stomach  as  I  sat  down  to  eat  my  morning  breakfast  of 
Wheaties  and  orange  juice.  It  wasn’t  long  before  I  noticed  a 
drying  in  my  throat,  and  a  moist  feeling  in  the  palms  of  my 
hands. 

At  noon,  I  had  no  appetite.  When  I  arrived  home  in  the 
evening,  my  roommate  asked  me  why  I  was  staggering.

USA:  o  republic 
of  democracy 


a  recent  meeting,  the  BYU  chapter  of  Sigma  Delta  Chi 
(SDX),  the  Society  of  Professional  Journalists,  passed  a 
resolution  condemning  the  parts  of  SB-1  that  would  abridge 
freedom  of  the  press.  Their  concern  is  understandable. 

SB-1  began  10  years  ago  when  Congress,  at  Lyndon 
Johnson’s  request,  appointed  a  body  headed  by  former 
California  governor  Pat  Brown  to  revise  Title  18  of  the 
U.S  .Code.  Title  18  deals  with  criminal  laws  and,  as  Johnson’s 
crime  commission  asserted,  is  an  obstacle  rather  than  a  useful 
handbook  for  law  enforcement. 

As  time  went  on,  administrations  changed.  Nixon  was  in 
power.  Law  and  order  was  his  theme  song.  Those  involved 
with  the  commission  had  a  field  day  drafting  the  criminal  law 
reform. 

It  is  impossible  to  enumerate  all  the  parts  of  a  753-page 
legislative  proposal  in  this  space.  The  public  should  watch 
closely  for  details  about  the  bill,  but  here  are  just  a  few 
observations  about  SB-1 : 

It  would  abridge  freedom  of  press  by  establishing  penalties 
for  the  disclosure  of  information  vaguely  deemed  in  the 
interest  of  national  security. 

It  would  re-establish  and  mandate  the  forfeiture  of  human 
life  for  many  breaches  of  the  code. 

It  would  place  strict  limitations  on  public  protest  and 
impose  heavy  penalties  for  violations. 

It  would  excuse  governmental  misconduct  if  the  accused 
believed  their  actions  were  duly  authorized,  as  did  many 
principals  in  Watergate. 

It  would  sanction  and  increase  governmental  use  of 
wiretaps. 

It  would  weaken  constitutional  guarantees  established  in 
the  Supreme  Court’s  Miranda  decision,  encourage  police 
entrapment  and  make  insanity  as  a  defense  nearly  impossible. 

The  list  could  go  on  and  on.  The  bill  is  an  affront  to  the 
liberty  that  has  been  enjoyed  in  the  United  States  in  the  past. 

It  is  frightening  that  SB-1  should  be  the  object  of  serious 
consideration.  But  such  are  the  times  that  it  could  achieve 
not  just  consideration,  but  passage. 

BYU  students,  as  concerned  citizens,  should  familiarize 
themselves  with  the  threats  of  SB-1  and  take  whatever  action 
they  feel  riecessary  to  insure  that  the  bill  is  not  passed. 


Democracy  stands  “only  one  step 
up  from  mob  rule,”  according  to  a 
recent  letter  to  the  editor  in  the 
Daily  Universe.  If  the  writer  truly 
believes  that,  it  was  no  wonder  he 
was  shocked  when  he  heard  Sister 
Barbara  Smith,  president  of  the 
Relief  Society,  refer  to  the  United 
States  as  a  democracy. 

Speaking  at  a  recent  BYU 
devotional,  Sister  Smith  said,  “A 
land  of  democracy  is  an  American 
dream;  keeping  the  dream  alive  is 
our  responsibility.” 

Admitting  that  Sister  Smith’s 
speech  was  “inspirational,”  the 
writer  consoled  Universe  readers  of 
his  logic  by  saying  she  had  made  a 
“flaw.”  He  reaffirmed  that 
‘‘America  is  a  republic.”  With 
connotative  fear  of  democracy,  he 
exhorted,  “Let’s  keep  it  a 
republic.” 

Why  would  the  writer  get  so 
upset  by  one  of  the  church  leaders? 
What  is  this  “vast”  difference, 
which  he  claimed  to  exist,  between 
a  republic  and  a  democracy?  How 
are  they  related? 

A  republic  is  a  political  state  in 
absence  of  a  monarch,  governed 
instead  by  representatives.  Such  is 
the  case  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  the  Union  of  Soviet

Court  case  misconstrued 


We  do  not  support  or  oppose  the  Act,  but 
we  hope  to  signal  a  misrepresentation  of  what 
Senate  Bill  626  and  House  Bill  2966  stand 
for.  These  bills  seek  to  help  one-parent 
families  and  working  mothers  better  meet  the 
needs  of  their  children.  Nowhere  in  the  Act 
does  it  provide  that  “parents  would  not  have 
the  right  to  insist  a  child  take  out  the  garbage 
if  he  didn’t  want  to”  nor  does  it  provide  for 
formation  of  an  agency  whereby  “[a]  child 
could  report  his  parents  to  federal  authorities 
for  expressing  their  own  views,  in  their  own 
homes,  on  such  matters  as  religion  or 
politics.” 


“In  addition,  this  legislation  is  deliberl 
and  carefully  designed  to  provide  pa: 
control  of  any  services  offered.  Thus,  the 
requires  that  all  programs  funded  woulj 
selected,  established,  and  controlled  bjj 
parents  of  the  children  participatinl 


Recently  some  CDFR  classes  on  campus 
experimented  on  a  casual  basis  to  find  out  for 
themselves  how  friendly  BYU  students  are. 


Members  of  the  classes  were  told  simply  to 
say  “hello”  to  25  girls  and  25  boys  on 
campus  as  they  met  them  between  classes. 
According  to  the  course  instructor,  some 
interesting  results  were  opened  for  discussion. 


He  said  from  the  compiled  responses  and 
comments  from  participating  students,  he 
feels  students  generally  won’t  make  a  real 
effort  to  acknowledge  another  student  unless 
the  first  student  is  “on  the  hustle.” 


Editor: 

W  e  read  with  some  alarm  the  article 
“Parent  Rights  in  Danger”  in  Wednesday’s 
Universe  —  alarm  turning  to  perplexity  as  we 
read  the  summary  of  the  case  in  the  Virginia 
District  Court.  Miss  Soule  has  indicated  to  us 
that  her  source  for  that  summary  was  the 
Thermopolis  Independent  Record;  an 
editorial  in  that  paper  apparently  without 
date.  In  searching  through  the  Federal  Cases 
we  have  found  only  one  case  in  Virginia 
which  could  be  misconstrued  to  mean  “that 
it  is  unconstitutional  for  parents  to  conduct 
religious  oriented  classes  in  their  homes  with 
their  own  children.”  Other  readers  might  be 
interested  in  the  actual  facts  of  that  case. 


Basically  when  someone  makes  the  initial 
effort  to  smile  and  say  “Hi”  to  a  fellow 
student  they  will  get  a  similar  response.  In 
fact  when  a  boy  said  “hello”  to  a  girl  he  had 
almost  a  90  per  cent  chance  that  she  would 
respond.  But  when  a  girl  made  the  initial 
move  toward  a  boy  only  83  per  cent 
responded  back. 


The  other  alternatives  are  a  little  lower. 
When  a  boy  said  “hi”  to  another  boy  82  per 
cent  responded  and  when  a  girl  greeted  a  girl 
the  response  was  only  69  per  cent. 


Now  this  may  sound  rather  good,  because 
there  is  a  greater  than  80  per  cent  average 
that  BYU  students  will  smile  and  respond  to 
a  casual  “hello,”  but  is  80  per  cent  good 
enough?  The  instructor  of  the  classes 
conducting  the  experiment  thinks  not.  He 
pointed  out  that  about  1,400  people  were 
approached  in  this  experiment  and  about  280 
students  never  responded. 


The  case  is  Smith  v.  Smith,  391  F.Supp. 
443,  (1975)  and  involved  a  program  of 
religious  instruction  conducted  in  much  the 
same  manner  as  the  released  time  system  of 
our  seminaries,  except  that  enrollment  was 
done  a  little  differently.  The  organization 
providing  the  instruction  collected  the  school 
enrollment  lists  and  mailed  cards  to  parents 
of  all  students.  Parents  wishing  their  students 
to  have  the  one  hour  weekly  instruction  sent 
the  cards  back  with  the  students  to  school, 
where  the  organization  picked  up  the  cards. 
The  teaching  was  provided  in  school  buildings 
prior  to  1923,  but  now  is  held  in  trailers  or 
nearby  churches.  The  court  held  that  this 
situation  violated  the  First  Amendment  of 
the  Constitution  prohibiting  the 
establishment  of  religion  by  the  government. 
The  entanglement  of  the  school  in  the 
recruitment  process  and  in  scheduling 
accomodation  was  apparently  decisive. 


Apparently  Miss  Soule’s  analysis  of  this  bill 
came  from  something  broadcast  over  KSL 
radio  in  December  or  January.  We  submit 
that  an  examination  of  the  acts  (cited  above) 
and  the  Congressional  Record,  vol.  121,  no. 
17,  p.  1636,  will  not  allow  the  conclusions 
that  Miss  Soule  has  reached. 

More  important  than  any  resolution  of  the 
“discussion”  in  point  is  the  recognition  that 
documentation  and  personal  examination 
cannot  be  lightly  disregarded.  Implication 
and  second  hand  information  will  not 
substitute  for  the  facts.  We  hope  all 
interested  will  verify  their  feelings  by  some 
research.

This  case  finally  ended  affirmatively  also, 
as  the  above  decision  was  reversed  on  appeal 
five  months  later.  Smith  v.  Smith,  523  F.2d. 
121  (1975).  There  is  still  the  possibility  that 
the  Supreme  Court  may  have  something  to 
say  about  the  final  outcome;  there  are  no 
indications  of  this  at  present.

Investigation  of  the  Child  and  Family 
Services  Act  of  1975  indicates  some  further 
disparities  between  the  facts  and  the  report.

“In  fact,  research  reveals  that  these 
allegations  are  based  on  a  document  that  was 
not  even  prepared  in  this  country  and  has  no 
relevance  to  it.  They  are  derived  from  a 
Character  of  Children’s  Rights”  of  the 
British  Advisory  Center  of  Education  and  the 
National  Council  of  Civil  Liberties  which 
Senator  Curtis  cited  during  Senate  debate  in 
1971. 


[Fjinds  that  the  family  is  the  primary 
and  most  fundamental  influence  on 
children;  that  child  and  family  services 
must  build  upon  and  strengthen  the  role 
of  the  family;  that  such  services  must  be 
provided  on  a  voluntary  basis  to  children 
where  parents  request  them  .  .  . 


Contrary  to  these  unsigned  allegations, 
the  Child  and  Family  Services  legislation 
contains  nothing  that  changes  or  affects  the 
legal  relationship  between  parents  and  their 
children.  Instead,  it  simply  offers  to  families 
-  on  a  totally  voluntary  basis  -  access  to 
health,  education,  and  child  care  services 
which  they  want  for  their  children  but  often 
cannot  afford.
